A Tribute to the Miner. 

In war days the brave man is 
made a hero; he has the yictor's 
wreath of laurel; dead, he is cov- 
ered with cypress, and his grave is 
! wet with a nation's tears, 

We build monuments to mark his 
last resting place. He has the seat 
of honor in public gatherings and 
legislative halls. But the braye 
man in peace is unknown. Alive, 
j he has- no wreath; dead, no nation's 
I tears, no monument or honor. In 
the excitement of battle, when all 
the combative power of man is wide 
awake and eager, when the roar of 
cannon, shriek of shell, and whistle 
of bullet excites every nerve of man 
to a breaking pitch, it is very easy 
to do and dare. But in the dark- 
and gloom of underground life 
with only a candle by which to see 
your way, where a loose scale, or 
falling rock, 1 rotten ladder, delay- 
ed shot, poisoned i?as, or fire may 
bring instant death or suffering in 
as horrible forms as were ever 
found on the battlefield— m the 
face of all these to do heroic act is 
another thing. 

There is no excitement, no innate 
ibve of battle, no inspiration of 
duty towards a nation's colors. If a 
man is brave there, it is because it 
it his nature to be brave. And 
there are thousands who show their 
bravery in the mines every day. 

Every day the man who mines 
for a living takes his life in his own 
hands, and he risks it day after day 
for another. In every mining camp 
sometime during the year a man- 
gled, bloody, shapeless corpse is 
raised from below. How sad it is 
to see the mother, wife or brother 
and children gather at the mouth of 
the shaft, down which death has 
just reaped a harvest, and wait, 
trembling with fear and grief, for 
the loved one to be raised to the 
surface. And such eyents always 
furn'sh illustrations of bravery 
equal to any ever seen or heard of 
the battlefield where the flag waves 
and the yell of the charge is heard. 
Stand by a shaft when it is nec- 
essary for some one to go down on 
the cage to save his fellow work- 
men who are imprisoned below, 
and you will find plenty of men 
ready to go and face almost certain 
death. I call to mind one instance 
when it was necessary for some one 
to descend into a mine to save the 
lives of men, and there were plenty 
of men ready to go. One said

"Let me go, John; you have a 
wife to care for and I have none. 
I will go in your place." Never 
were braver words uttered, for in 
descending that shaft it meant al- 
most cartain death. Could a man 
be braver on the battlefield? 

Only a short time ago two men 
were working in a shaft. After fin- 
ishing drilling they loaded their 
holes and spit the fuses; then they 
climbed into the bucket went up to 
the first set of timbers and caught. 
One of the men was thrown back to 
the bottom of the shaft. The other 
gave the signal to stop then lower. 
He promptly caught the burning 
fuse and pulled it from the hole and 
saved the life of his fellowman. In 
a very few seconds more they would 
have been blown to atoms. 

The miner is just as brave as the ■ 
soldier. Peace hath her victories no 
less than war, and they arc nobler 
because they are done without the 
influence and excitement which for- 
ces the soldier to do well.

hours of night by runaway ne- 
groes — meant to kill or be 
killed. He knew that he was mov- 
at the risk of of his life but he 
couldn't bear the thoughts of ly- 
ing there and being robbed and 
maybe the whole family murder- 
ed. It was 1 certainly a serious oc- 
casion, neyertheiess he went out 
with his gun, one barrel ready. 
The dog had the negro bayed in 
the corner of an out house. The 
intruder was crouched down so as 
not to attract the attention of any 
one until he could get away from 
the dog without being bitten, but 
be was espied by Mr, Huff who 
commanded the negro to throw up 
both hands, at the same time pulls 
ing the otber hammer of his gun 
back and went bravely up, when 
to his surprise found it to be a lits 
tic "gentleman" calf instead of a 
negro. 



There was a meeting of the 
board of directors of the Dahlone- 
ga & Gainesville Telephone Co. 
held in this- city last Tuesday, all 
the members of the board were 
present except Prof. Stewart.

little but do much. 

In stating last week that Mr 
Packard had returned to the Cal- 
houn to live, we meant to say the

The Walls in China. 



When we recollect how industris 
ous and enterprising the Chinese 
were centuries before Christ was 
born, it is folly to call the China- 
man an ignorant heathen in the ac- 
cepted sense of the word. The 
great Wall of China was begun 214 
years before Christ- and it has been 
recorded that the last stone was laid 
within ten years. 

It started at the coast town along 
the shore, and ran along the beach. 
When it turned westerly it went in 
almost a due line to the Yellow 
river. The length of the wall is 
computed to be 1,500 miles. There 
are towers built at regular inter- 
vals — composed of brick . The wall 
itself is faced with brick and stone, 
which encase smaller stone and 
morter. At the base the width is 
from twenty to twentysfive feet 
thick sloping to fifteen feet on top. 
The wall was begun by the illustri- 
is Emperor Tohi Hoang-Ti, for 
e purpose of protecting the coun- 
| try from the hoardes of barbarians 
j then swarming in that part of Asia. 
It is said many millions of men 
were thus engaged for the years, 
during which time a half million 
perished. 
It has been also said that mater- 
ad in the construction of 
this wall to construct a small wail, 
two feet thick, twice around the 
world. 

The Chinese empire embraces 
nearly or quite one-third of the 
continent and its population is esti- 
mated any where^between four hun- 
dred and five hundred and fifty 
million of inhabitants. 

It has a coast line of twenty-five 
hundred miles, and is divided into 
eighteen great proyinces. ' If a 
partition of China is accomplished 
in a settlement of existing difficul- 
ties, there will be a province and 
a half for each of the nations in - 
volvedin the attack on Pekin. 

China is divided into three great 
valleys, each with its great river. 
The Hoang-Ho is 2,000 miles long, 
but a remarkably rapid river, 
while there is still a larger one, 
also 2,000 miles long, the Yang- 
Tse-Kiang, both connected by a 
great canal with Pekin, the capital. 
This canal is 650 miles long. But 
all their other works of skill, and 
art are not equal to the Great Wall 
of China-thc most remarkable for- 
tification ever erected by human 
hands. 

In addition to the Great Wall of 
China there are walls within walls, 
defenses inside of fortifications, un 
til it becomes eyident that the army 
or nation which overcomes and 
conquers the Empire of China will 
have untold difficulties to encoun- 
ter. 

It is also well to remember that 
the Chinese were able to calculate 
eclipses before the Christian era, 
and a record is extant where a plan- 
etary conjunction was observed, 
which took place two thousand years 
before Christ was bowi. They 
claim an existence for more than 
7,000 years. 

Education is held in the highest 
esteem in China. A great majority 
of this dense poulation can read 
and write. The art of printing 
was practiced early as 202 B. C. —

GEORGIA PENSIONS. 

A Plan Suggested to Purge 
the List. 

Atlanta, Sept. 21..— Georgia's 
pension rolls are on the increase. 
Some of the ordinaries are report- 
ing new names to be added to the 
list of beneficiaries. These they 
say have been overlooked in previs 
ous years. It has cropped out 
that there is a sort of rivalry 
among some of these officials to 
who can furnish the greater 
ber of new names to go on the 
list. One of these ordinaries has 
written to an official in the state 
house that an ordinary living in ar 
adjoining county had added twenty 
pensioners to the list in his 
county, while the writer in a dess 
pondent vein stated that twelve 
was the best he could find. 
prominent Georgian said today 
when discussing the increase in the 
number of pensioners in this state: 
"1 think that the growth of the 
number of applicants is due to the 
warm heart and flexible' conscience 
of some of our ordinaries who in 
their desire to help out a friend 
have shown considerable leniency 
in passing on pension papers. They 
hate to stand in the way of keeping 
a friend from drawing a pension, 
and besides may lose his yote on 
election day if the papers were 
turned down. I have a plan to 
suggest that I think would remedy 
the existing evil and would do 
much to purge the list and keep it 
purged. It would cost the state 
some money, but I believe that the 
state would save many thousands 
of dollars in the end. My plan is 
to appoint a pens:'o:i commission 
of say three members, or even a 
less number would do, one of 
which shall be a practicing phy- 
sician of p-ood standing, and lot 
this commission visit eyery county 
in the state each year and pass up- 
on the applicants for pensions.

The clerk of the Superior Court 
has just received the list of state 
pensioners residing m Lumpkin 
county to be presented to the next 
grand jury for their inspection to 
if any are drawing money 
not entitled to it under the law. 
The present number on the roll 
residing in this county is as fol- 
lows: -11 indigent, 17 widows, all 
drawing $60 each, and 16 invalids, 
one drawing $5, one $30, one $100 
and the remainder get $50 each, 
mating a grand total of >$4,265. 
Some of the indigents are per- 
fectly penniless and unable to do 
anything while a few are work- 
ing some and with the assistance 
of the $60 from the state never 
have to go hungry or naked. 

It seems to be a very hard mat- 
ter to get a patient in the lunatic 
asylum now unless they are yery 
dangerous on account of the insti- 
tution being full. If most of the 
murderers were hung instead of 
being sent to the asylum there 
would be more room for the uns 
fortunates who are entitled to it.

The Registrars of this county, 
two represented by proxy, have 
acted this week and passed upon 
all the names appearing upon the 
registration book and lists. 
The law plainly says that the tax 
collector can appoint such persons 
that he desires who are authorized 
to open or carry around a book so 
as to allow parties an opportunis 
ty of registering, and those able to 
write must enter their own names 
and those who can't write must 
make their marks with a witness to 
each. But the law is not carried 
out hero— this is Lumpkin. Ev 
ery candidate who wishes picks up 
a piece of brown paper and goes 
out and hunts up all those who he 
thinks will support him— not car 
ing whether the others register a 
all or not— and brings them in, 
many of the names in the same, 
hand writing with no witness, re 
ally some of whom can write theii 
own names. Then another candis 
date will come along with another 
list and often some of the 
names appear on two or three of 
these lists. There is a law against 
illegal registering but as the whole 
thing is illegal we don't know how 
or who could be punished. Then 
the registrars take a hand. If any 
of them are too busy to attend to 
the investigation, or have a job 
that pays them more money, they 
appoint some idle friend to act in 
their places. This is the way the 
trating business is carried on 
in Lumpkin county. Now at this 
last sitting they find 1,356 persons 
entitled to vote this time in this 
county, according to Lumpkin's 
method of doing business, that is 
if none are on the insolyent list 
which is yet to be investigated. An- 
other list of voters was sent in as 
late as Tuesday but no attention 
was paid to it. The following is 
the number entitled to vote in 
each district: Auraria 128, Cane 
Creek, 57, Chestateo 88, Crumby 
50, Davis' 71, Dahlonega 336, Frog 
Town 40, Hightower 60, Jones' 
Creek 24, Martin's Ford 57, Mill 
Creek 43, Nirnblewill 99, Porter
